party in Wisconsin, 
and, 
whilo 
ther* are still two regular parties 
in Minnesota the Democratic par­ 
ty is not one of them. But in Iowa 
the 
old 
machinery rem ains 
un­ 
touched. 
Nothing 
happened ex­ 
cept that a radical candidate for 
Senator got the Republican nomi­ 
nation, and was elected. 
The fundamental causes were of 
course the same—a political revolt 
of the farm ers against deflation, 
and a radical candidate who talked 
economics 
white 
his 
opponents 
talked platitudes. 
The farm ers’ state of mind is il­ 
lustrated by a story. 
For some 
years the Iowa State 
Fair 
had 
featured the stunt of a railroad 
collision, but finally it became an 
old story and was discontinued, 
l-ast year some one Induced the di­ 
rectors to revive It, 
To their as­ 
tonishment, it drew the greatest 
crowd on record. 
One old farm er 
explained it thus: 
"I Just felt like 
seeing something smash hell out of 
something. 
So I drove sixty miles 
to see it.” 
Many of them evident­ 
ly voted in the same spirit.

During the war and the post-war 
boom the Iowa farm ers made a lot 
of money in fact and a lot more 
on 
paper. 
Bonanza 
prices 
for 
bumper crops were real 
money. 
Impossibly Inflated valuations 
of 
land were imaginary money, ex­ 
cept for the few who sold at them 
and actually got the money. 
P art 
of the inflation 
was 
artificial. 
Iowa is full of small local banks. 
The Federal Reserve bank has been 
urging them to make larger use of 
its 
facilities. 
The 
war 
boom 
tem pted them to do 
so. 
They 
loaned money freely to renters, to 
become owners, and to small own­ 
ers to become larger owners, at 
these high valuations. 
Came also 
a swarm of get-rich-quick opera­ 
tors, selling blue sky stocks. Some 
of them sold oil stocks. 
Others 
formed packing companies, design­ 
ed chiefly for the benefit of their 
promoters. 
Farm ers put in their 
ready 
cash, and borrowed 
more 
at the banks, on the aecurity of 
their lands.

« » 
. Then came the deflation, which 
froze the assets of the local banks 
and merchants, and 
froze 
their 
credits all the way back. Bankers, 
in desperation, undertook to col­ 
lect. and many, even of those who 
were not members of the federal 
Reserve system, "passed the buck” 
by claiming that they were acting 
under orders from 
the 
reserve 
banks. 
Foreclosures, direct and 
indirect, were common. 
The ten­ 
dency toward tenant farming was 
accelerated. 
Grain prices dropped 
until they did not pay out-of-pocket 
costa of production. 
The fanners 
who had put by the surplus of the 
fat years could of 
course 
tide 
over the crisis, but those who had 
speculated it away were caught in 
the pinch. 
And, with an instinct 
not confined to the African sav­ 
ages, who seek in a personal witch 
rather than in impersonal forces 
the cause of disease, the farm ers 
thought that if they were hit some­ 
body m ust have hit them. 
It was 
a good time to denounce the banks, 
the Federal Reserve, the railroads, 
the packers, the government and 
‘‘iVaU Street.”

Into 
this 
tem pting Impersonal 
situation came a person. 
Colonel 
Smith 
Brookhart 
had 
been 
a 
country lawyer and farm owner in 
the 
small 
town of W ashington, 
Iowa. 
As one observer put it— 
"The sort of lawyer who files his 
papers in a barrel and chaws ter- 
baeker.” But he had one fad—rifle 
shooting. 
He joined the National 
G iard, became a famous rifle shot 
himself, and the leader 
of 
the 
movement to teach Iowa civiliza­ 
tion to shoot. 
When the great war 
broke out, many European authori­ 
ties were 
of 
the 
opinion that 
changed conditions had made ac­ 
curate rifle shooting of secondary 
importance 
in 
modern 
warfare 
Some American officers were of 
the same opinion. 
W hen we en­ 
tered the war, Brookhart went to 
W ashington and “sold” 
the 
con­ 
trary idea to Secretary Baker. He 
was put in charge of 
the 
rifle 
schools, to teach officers how to 
train soldiers to shoot. 
This was 
his first emergence into larger af­ 
fairs.

Ig 1920, Senator Albert B. Cum­ 
mins, the veteran senior senator 
from Iowa, was a candidate for 
re-election. 
The tendency of the 
regular political forces was to let 
him, have the nomination uncon­ 
tested. 
Brookhart, however, in­ 
sisted on running against him in 
the Republican primaries, making 
the E8ch-Cummins railroad bill, of 
which Senator Cummins was spon­ 
sor, the issue. 
He greatly incens 
ed Senator Cummins by what the 
Senator regarded as "ignorant” ar­ 
gument on the bill, and on the 
railroad 
question 
generally 
(on 
which Cummins is one of the na­ 
tion’s experts) but by his sympa­ 
thy for the "Plumb Plan” and his 
generally radical, pro-labor views, 
he became popular with the rail­ 
road workers, and through them 
with the labor elem ent generally. 
He was 
defeated, but the cam­ 
paign had made him a state char­ 
acter. 
Two years later Senator Kenyon 
resigned, to accept a place on the 
Federal bench.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Wallace to­ 
day took drastic steps to prevent 
the confirmation of the merger of 
the big packing interests of Ar­ 
mour and company and Morris and 
company. 
Acting under the pack­ 
er control law, the secretary serv­ 
ed a formal complaint against the 
two packing interests, alleging that 
the combination would be in viola­ 
tion of this law. 
Information received by the de­ 
partment of agriculture, 
Wallace 
stated, is that a tentative agree­ 
ment for the merger already had 
been received. 
The two packing 
companies will he given an oppor­ 
tunity to present their case in ap­ 
pearing before the secretary nf ag­ 
riculture April 22. 
If, on the basis of evidence then 
subm itted, the secretary is of the 
opinion that the combination is in 
violation of packer control law, 
an order to “cease and desist” 
from 
its consummation will be 
entered. 
From such a decision the pack­ 
ers would have to carry the case 
to the federal circuit court of ap­ 
peals in Chicago and then the 
case may be taken to the su­ 
preme court of the United States. 
Expedition of the legal proceed­ 
ings is provided for by the law. 
Fears 
Less Competition 
The main basis 
of 
Secretary 
W allace’s complaint against the 
proposed combine is th at It would 
lessen 
competition, 
particularly 
in the buying of livestock, and 
this would injure the American 
farmer, whose rights the control 
law protects. 
W allace reveals that early in 
December he told J. Ogden Ar­ 
mour and S. Edson W’hite, now

of 
Armour 
and 
com­ 
pany, 
that

govern­ 
ment would be impelled to act 
against the merger if plans for 
its consummation were continued. 
At th at time W allace urged that 
the m erger be dropped.

lessening 
competition among the buyers of 
livestock at the various markets. 
"The livestock m arket is very 
sensitive. 
By the simple act of 
refraining from sending their buy­ 
ers into the yards promptly on 
time, on any of the heavy morn­ 
ing runs, either of the large pack­ 
ers can very m aterially depress 
the market. 
Any act, therefore, 
which will m aterially increase the 
buying percentage 
of 
either of 
the large packers, 
puts in his 
power to substantially lessen com­ 
petition and depress prices. 
Pro­ 
ducers of livestock need all the 
competition that now exists."

On reach­ 
ing California he gave up the sea

OOO to Americana who had a 
childlike

In the 
good

the German nation 
and its ability to weather eco­ 
nomic storms, the lesson all 
too soon will have been for­ 
gotten. 
This Is not by an y means 
the first time a great nation 
has issued unsecured money 
until Its value was extinguish­ 
ed. In fact at the same time 
American investors were buy­ 
ing Getman marks In the hope 
that some dav th°v would re­ 
turn to par, the Russian ruble 
had declined to almost worth­ 
lessness and the Polish mark 
was only slightly higher.
